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Fairmont annexation suit dismissed

Plans by Fairmont City to annex 
more than 700 acres were put on hold 
after a St. Clair County judge dis- 
misséd the village’s annexation peti- 
tion, but the matter is far from 
closed, said attorneys involved in the 
case. 


At a hearing Wednesday morning, 
Associate Judge Scott Mansfield dis- 
missed the petition for a supervised 


Several attorneys say matter is far from over 


annexation at the request of the vil- 
lage. 

The plan had been opposed by sev- 
eral landowners and the city of Madi- 
son, which claims it had already 
annexed several of the properties. 

Most of the property, south and 
west of Madison, is part of the 
recently disincorporated village of 


National City. 
Some property owners, including 
St. Louis National Stockyards — the 
largest property owner in the former 
village — had submitted pre-annex- 
ation agreements to Fairmont City. 
Attorney Bob Becker, who repre- 
sents the stockyards, said they still 
want to annex into Fairmont City.

Expecting? Doulas give emotional support 


There’s been a lot of name-calling going 
on lately at St. Elizabeth Medical Center 
in Granite City, but it’s a good kind. 

‘The name bantered about by staff mem- 
bers in the OB ward is doula 

Sherry Stefanoff, a volunteer at St. Eliz- 
abeth and a future doula, said the word 
once referred to the most important 
female servant in the German household, 
the woman who helped the lady of the 
house through her childbearing. 

“In the past, all women in the village 
would come help a woman during child- 
birth,” she said. ‘““‘They would be there 
before and the birth, so this mothering 
the mother is going back to the good old 
days.” 

Cheryl Coleman, president of the Inter 
national Childbirth Education Association, 
stresses the fact that doulas do not pro- 
vide medical care. 

“"They offer a tremendous advantage in 
the extra physical and emotional support 
that they provide,’ Coleman said. 

This return to a more caring time has 
definite advantages and benefits. Doulas 
of North America statistics say that a few 
of the benefits are

DONA representative Lesley James 
said almost anyone who has a desire to 
be with birthing women can become a 
DONA <ertified doula. ; 

‘Many are volunteers,’’ James said, 
“In addition to the formal training 
required, a doula must have a warm 
heart. You really need to give of yourself 
and forget your own needs. 

“A doula is on call around the clock. It 
takes a great deal of your physical and 


emotional energy.”’ i 

At this time, there are approximately 
100 doulas in the St. Louis area. Once @ 
person decides they want these services, 
a list of doulas can be obtained from 
Barnes Jewish Hospital in St. Louis. 

Stefanoff, who has attended training 
sessions at Barnes, nearly is ready to 
become the first doula at St. Elizabeth 


Medical Center. 


“When a doula is selected, they arrange 
to meet the mother and it’s basically all 
on their terms,’’ Stefanoff said, ““They ask 
them what their expections are,-what they 
want, do they have a _birtit plan. It’s a 
matter of bonding with person. 

“When it’s time to go the hospital, the 
doula spends the entire time with them. 
We are there to meet their needs, rubbing 
their back, giving them support by hold- 
ing their hand. Or by telling the father 
that it’s OK. 


“When your loved one is in pain, its 
hard for the family to not get upset or 
lose perspective of what’s going on,’’ Ste- 
fanoff said.

fireworks,” Hancock said. 

Shuttle and increased MetroLink services have been successful 
in the past. Last year, MetroLink carried more than 157,000 
passengers on July 4 alone. That’s nearly four times the normal 
daily average of 42,000. The bus shuttles sped 52,031 to the July 4 
weekend activities. 

“The service has an impact on traffic,’’ Hancock said. ‘‘Peo- 
ple don't have to pay for costly parking. It’s a transportation 
option that’s extra affordable.” 

Volunteer staffers will be on hand to help newcomers to public 
transportation get where they need to go, Hancock said. 

“Tt’s a lot better than the hassles of traffic and parking,” she 


said. 

While the service is ready to roll this year, it could face cuts 
in the future because it is a special event offering. This week, 
Bi-State officials offered selected route deletions to the board 
that governs the organization. 

Bi-State isetrying to make up for a $9 million shortfall in its 
$125 million transit budget.:Some funding remains uncertain, 
and further cuts could be needed.
